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GEAINS 

Argentina  controls  wheat  and  flour  exports 

Effective  October  29,  1937,  tbe  Argentine  G-overnment  issued  a 
decree  prohibiting  the'  ex;port  of  wheat  and  flour  from  the  1936-3?  wheat- 
crop,   it  was  reported  hy  cable  from  Agricultural  Attache        0.  Kyhus  at 
Buenos  Aires.     This  measure  was  intended  to  conserve  the  supply  of  old- 
crop  wheat  for  domestic  requirements  and  check  the  advancing  prices  of 
flour  and  bread.     Stocks  of  wheat  on  hand,  as  of  September  30,  were  of- 
ficially estimated  at  about  29,000,000  bushels.    After  allowing  for  a 
normal  domestic  consumption  during  October-December  1937  and  deducting 
esports  from  October  1  to  23,  there  remained  in  late  October  an  apparent 
surplus  for  export  of  only  about  7,000,000  bushels.    On  November  5,  a 
modification  of  the  decree  was  issued.     Exports  of  wheat  for  which  boat 
space  had  been  contracted,  or  which  had  cleared  the  customs,  prior  to 
October  29,  1937,  ere  to  be  permitted.    -Tfheat  for  vermicelli  and  flour 
of  inferior  quality  also  may  be  exported.     When  supplies  of  new-crop 
virheat  become  readily  available,  the  prohibition  is  expected  to  be  entirely 
lifted. 

The  1937-38  Argentine  wheat  crop  suffers  frost  damage 

Prost  was  recently  reported  over  a  substantial  part  of  the 
Argentine  wheat  zone,  particularly  in  the  central  and  western  parts 
of  the  Province  of  Buenos  Aires  and  the  Territory  of  La  Pampa.  While 
the  extent  of  the  injury  suffered  is  not  yet  known,  it  is  expected 
that  many  districts  will  have  losses  ranging  from  20  to  50  percent, 
Although  some  fields  were  practically  destroyed,  Mr.  Wyhus  points 
out  that  recovery  in  general  will  depend  largely  upon  favorable  mois- 
ture conditions. 

Pirst  estimate  of  Australian  wheat  crop  exceeds  expectations 

She  first  official  estima.te  of  the  1957-38  wheat  crop  of 
Australia  was  placed  at  162,993,000  bushels,  it  7/as  reported  by  cable 
from  the  Internatic^nal  Institute  of  Agricult^are  at  Eome,     This  com- 
pares with  150,106,000  bushels  harvested  in  1936-37  and  is  substantially 
above  unofficial  estimates,  based  on  previous  weather  conditions,  but 
is  smaller  than  the  5-year  avere^ge  crop  of  171,579,000  bushels  produced 
during  1931-32  to  1935-36.     Harvesting  operations  have  been  somewhat  de- 
layed in  some  sections  by  recent  widespread  rains,  according  to  trade 
reports,  but  late-sown  areas  are  expected  to  benefit  thereby. 

Ital5^  mixes  wheat  "flour  with  ground  corn 

All  flour  used  for  bread  making  in  Italy  must  contain  5  percent 
of  ground  corn,  beginning  November  1,  1937,  it  Viras  recently  decreed  by 
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the  Italian  Government,  according  to  a  report  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce.    Millers  are  held  responsible  for  the  mixing  of 
the  corn  at  their  mills,  and  on  December  1,  1937,  the  amount  of  corn  so 
used  is  to  "be  increased  to  10  percent.     Italy's  1937  wheat  crop  was  of- 
ficially estimated  at  296,010,000  "bushels,  second  only  to  the  record 
harvest  of  1933,  and  no  shortage  of  wheat  supplies  is  anticipated  this 
year.     It  is  pointed  out,  however,  that  an  increase  in  reserve  stocks-j3 
is  desired,  in  order  tho.t  Italy  may  lessen  fears  as  to  future  yariatip-ns 
in  domestic .wheat  production. 

British  malting  barley  requirements  increase' 

The  forecast  of  an  "improved  British  market  for  United  States 
malting  barley  are  being  realized,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache 
C,  C.  Taylor  a.t  London.    Brewers'  requirements  ha.ve  continued  to  in- 
crease, and  the  British  barley  crop  is  estimated  to  be  the  smallest  on 
record.     The  import  requirements  are  placed  at  unusually  high  figures 
for  1937-38,  with  the  United  States  in  a  fa.vorable  position  as  a  sup- 
plier.    Imports  from  the  United  States  since  July  1  are  running  well 
ahead  of  figures  for  other  recent  years,  and  by  mid-October  prices  of 
United  Sta,tes  barley  in  the  United  Kingdom  were  nearly  as  high  as  at 
the  ssjne  time  in  1936. 

The  1937  barley  crox)  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  now  placed  at 
30,500,000  bushels,  a  reduction  of  3,700,000  bushels  below  the  1936 
crop.    The  bulk  of  the  crop  is  of  good  quality,  and  an  unusually  high 
proportion  probably  will  be  used  for  brewing.    Brewers  a.re  expected  to 
use  about  19,000,000  bushels  of  British  barley,  plus  imports  which  in 
some  quarters  are  expected  to  reach  9,500,000  bushels. 

Production  of  beer  in  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  5  months 
■^pril-August  1937  was  6.75  percent  higher  than  in  the  corresponding 
1936  period.     This  is  the  fifth  consecutive  year  in  which  increases 
have  been  recorded  in  beer  production.    Production  has  a,bout  regained 
the  position  held  in  1930-31. 

,  FRUITS ,  VEGETABLES,  AMD  ITUTS 

AmericoJi  varieties  of  apples  being  grown  in  Yugoslavia 

Trees  grafted-  to  American  varieties  of  apples  in  Yugoslavia  a 
few  years  ago  bore  fruit  for  the  first  time  this  season,  according  to 
a  communication  from  American  Consul  Robert  3.  Ma-catee  at  Belgra.de. 
A  small  but  satisfactory  crop  of  Winesap,  Kowtovm,  end  Delicious  ap- 
ples was  harvested.    The  success  of  this  venture,  especially  during  a 
season  which  was  not  particularly  favorable,  is  regarded  as  disproving 
the  belief  that  American  apples  would  not  thrive  well  in  Yugoslavia. 
In  the  next  few  years  about  300,000  trees  similarly  grafted  will  be  in 
bearing.     It  is  stated  that  the  agricultural  section  of  the  Belgrade

Chamber  of  Commerce  imported  the  scions  of  the  American  apple  trees 
several  years  ago  and  distributed  them  to  local  fruit  growers. 

Chinese  v/a-lnut  exports  decline 

There  were  no  exports  of  walnut  kernels  from  Tientsin  to  the 
United . States  during  September  and  October,  compared  with  248,000  pounds 
during  the  corresponding  months  last  year,  according  to  a  radiogram  from 
John  K.  Caldwell,  American  consul  general  at  Tientsin.  Transportation 
facilities  in  North  China  are  disrupted,  and  only  small  quantities  from 
nearby  producing  districts  have  arrived  a,t  Tientsin.     The  1937  crop  in 
North  China  was  estimated  to  be  about  the  same  size  as  last  year's  har- 
vest, from  which  200,000  cases  of  55  pounds  each  were  exported. 

October  shipments  from  Tientsin  amounted  to  5,200  cases  of  55 
pounds  each  and  were  exported  to  the  following  countries:  Australia 
2,500  cases,  Canada  1,400,  New  Zealand  590,  and  others  610  cases. 
Stocks  of  nev/-crop  walnuts  &t  Tientsin  on  November  1  were  reported  at 
only  1,000  to  1,500  cases. 

Current  prices  on  kernels  were  quoted  c.  and  f .  United  States 
at  15.5  cents  per  pound  for  an  assortment  of  20-percent  halves,  40- 
percent  qu£>,rters,  and  40-percent  pieces.     Light  pieces  were  quoted  at 
14.5  cents  per  pound  and  light  ambers  at  12.25  cents.    Offers  to 
American  buyers  are  meeting  with  no  response,  according  to  Tientsin 
exporters.    The  lessened  demand  for  Chinese  walnuts  is  attributed  to 
the  fact  that  present  prices  are  too  high  to  interest  American  buyers 
and  to  the  large  Calif ornieji  and  European  crops,  which  are  being  of- 
fered at  lower  prices.  A  temporary  emergency  charge  of  $1  (United 
States  currency)  per  ton  on  cargo  to  the  United  States  has  been  an- 
nounced by  New  York  and  trezLs-Pacif ic  bureaus  effective  November  1. 
This  incres,se  is  the  result  of  high  transshipment  expenses  being  in- 
curred at  Hong  Kong  a.nd  Kobe  due  to  the  congestion  of  those  parts.

Export  indexes 

The  United  States  has  exported  more  farm  products  thus  far  this 
season  than  during  the  same  period  last  year.     The  index  of  the  quan- 
tity of  agricultural  exports  rose  from  an  average  of  47  in  the  July- 
September  period  of  1936  to  56  for  the  same  3  months  of  1937.     This  is 
a  gain  of  19  Tjercent.     The  value  of  agricultural  exports  showed  a  gain 
of  13  percent.     Grains  and  cotton  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase. 

Because  of  better  crops,  the  exports  of  grains  were  about  three 
times  as  large  as  they  T/ere  last  season  and  larger  than  during  any  like

period  since  1931.  TTheat  advanced  froia  an  index  of  18  in  1936  to  48  in 
1937.  Larger  exports  of  barley  and  milled  rice  also  contrilDuted  to  the 
increase  in  grain  exports. 

The  index  for  cotton  was  65  in  comparison  V7ith  60  last  season.  The 
gain  was  due  to  heavier  purchases  "by  European  countries,  especially  the 
United  Kingdom.     These  jjurchases  more  than  offset  a  sharp  decline  in  exports 
to  Japan. 

The  index  for  tobacco  ej:ports  did  not  quite  equal  that  for  the  July- 
September  period  of  1936,  but  these  exports  were  associated  with  higher 
prices,  so  that  the  value  of  tobacco  ext^)orts  rose  from  $32,897,000  to 
$35,283,000  for  the  two  periods  compared. 

A  decline  in  exports  of  prunes,  dried  apricots,   and  oranges  caused 
the  index  of  fruit  exports  to  fall.     Meat  product  exjiorts  continued  to  show 
the  influence  of  short  feed  supplies  due  to  the  droughts,     The  index  for 
cured  pork  fell  from  15  to  11.     The  lard  index,  though  up  slightly,  stood 
at  24  percent  of  the  pre-T/ar  average.     The  larger  feed  supplies  from  this 
year' s  crops  will  be  reflected  in  larger  supplies  of  pork  for  export  in 
1938.

were  raw  cotton,  lard,  "barley,  oats,  inilled  rice,  wheat,  linseed  cake  and  meal, 
flue-cured  tobacco,  potatoes,  and  hops.  Most  of  the  meats  and  friits,  huvrever, 
have  been  lov^er  thus  far  this  season  than  last. 

In  the  July- September  period  of  1937,  imports  of  farm  products  reached 
a  value  of  $379,830,000.     This  compared  with  $309,799,000  in  the  sojne  months 
of  1936,  or  a  gain  of  23  percent. 

Imports  during  the  suirmor  quarter  still  showed  the  direct  effects  of  the 
drought,     Not  only  were  imports  of  "beef  and  poi-k  a"bovG  those  of  last  season,  hut 
imports  of  feedstuff s  such  as  coconut  and  soybean  oilcake^  and  oilcake  meal  were 
also  larger.     Corn  imports  continued  large  for' the  quarter  as  a  whole  but  the 
greater  portion  v/as  received  in  the  mo-nth  of  July.     In  August  and  September,   the  j 
volume  of  corn  entering  the  country  foil  off.     Imports  of  barley,  oats,  rye,  and  ■ 
wheat  have  also  shown  a  downward  trend. 

Imports  of  co'rn  oil,  linseed,  perilla,  rape,  and  suitf  lower  seed  oils^  « 
dropped  below  last  year's  levels  but  the  other  vegetable  oils  and  oilseeds  in-  I 
creased  over  the  same  3  months  a  year  ago.     Copra,  palm  nuts,  aaid  palri  nut 
kernels  with  their  corresponding  oils  were  omong  those  shov;ing  the  greatest 
gains .
